HE Vice of Intemperance is 
WE FM ſuch an Enemy to all that 
is Viriuous and Religious in 
Alas, yea, to all that is Decent 
and Man- lite, that all Mankind ought 
to riſe up with Indignation againſt it, 
as a Thing that degrades them from 
the Honour of Human Nature, and 
renders them more vile than the very 
Beaſts. Fe, 
The poor ſenſeleſs Brutes may by 
Accident be overcome with ſtrong 
Liquors, becauſe they have no Reaſon 
to govern their Appetites, no Senſe of 
Duty or Shame, no Foreſight of Dan- 
ger, nor Fear of a future Judgment : 
And when the Dog turns to his Vomit, 
or the Swine wallows in the Mire, they 
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do but act according to their Nature. 


But for the noble Creature MAN, that 


is made after the Image of God, and 


rank'd in Dignity next to the glorious 
Angels: Man, that has Reaſon to in- 
form him in the Will of his Creator, 
and a Conſcience to awaken his Care 
to comply with it; yea, for a Chriſtian, 
that has the Vows of God upon him, 
and ſtands fair for an eternal Kingdom; 
I fay, for this wile and noble Creature 
to part with his Reaſon, his Conſci- 
ence, his Heaven, his God, for a little 
Drink more than he needs, yea, for ſuch 
an Exceſs of it as tends to his preſent 
Pain, Diſorder, and Shame, as well as to 
eternal Torment, is a moſt deſperate 
Pitch of Sin and Folly, ſuch as all 
People, when in their Senſes, cannot 
chooſe but condemn even with Paſſion ; 
and every body muſt grant, that no 
Kindneſs in the World can be more 


ſeaſonable or more valuable, than that 
which tends to lift Men out of the 


Mire of this noiſome Sin, and to bring 
them to the ſweet and honourable E- 
ſtate of Chriſtian Sobriety.  _, 

And this is the Work of our bleſſed 
Religion, according to that Exhorta- 


tion of the holy Scriptures (Eph. v. 18.) 


Be nat drunk with Wine, wherein is Ex- 
F W cel; 


ceſs; but be filled with the Spirit. As if 
it were ſaid, know your divine Advan- 
tages, ye that live in the ſtate of the 
Goſpel, and be not as Swine, which 
trample the richeſt Pearls under their 
Feet. Ye, who now Rave and Blaſ- 
pheme by reaſon of Exceſs of Wine, 
may, by a due Uſe of the Means of 
Grace, come to be filled with the Holy 
Spirit, and to be happy in the Service 
and Favour of God, like holy Angels. 
W herefore conſider the infinite Value of 
your heavenly Birthright, and do not 
ſell it, with Eſau, for a few ſenſual 


1 Draughts, leſt, with him, when you 


come to ſee the Folly of it, ye weep 
bitterly, and perhaps eternally. Te 
It is the Miſery of fall'n Man, that 
his Soul is ſunk into the Fleſh, and is 
prone to follow carnal Inclinations, yea, 
to make Proviſion for the Fleſh, to fulfil the 
Luſts thereof; which is, both in Nature 
and Religion, as abſurd and horrible as 
for a Prince to wait on his Slave, or for 
a Man to be trampled under the Feet 
of his Horſe. Now, *tis the Work of 
Reaſon, Religion, and the Grace of 
God, to amend this Diſorder, by reduc- 
ing the lower Faculties of the Soul in- 
to a juſt Obedience to the ſuperior, and 
making both of them ſubject and obe- 
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(6) 
dient to the Will and Glory of God. 
And whereas ſenſual Pleaſures are the 
uſual Baits whereby Men are enſnared 
to Intemperance, and as it were be- 
witch'd to it, thro' the Inordinancy 
and Folly of their fleſhly Minds, it is 
ablolutely neceſſary to Salvation, that, 
thro' the powerful Aſſiſtance of the 
holy Spirit of God, in the due Obler» 
vance of the Goſpel Rules of Tempe- 
rance, Abſtinence, and Mortification, our 
Bodies ſhould be kept in ſuch Order 
and Regulation, that they may be fit 
Inſtruments of our Souls in our Endea- 
vours to ſerve and glorifie God. And 
herein conſiſts the Virtue and Grace 
of Sobriety, namely, in preſcribing juſt 
Bounds to ſenſual Pleaſures; that we be 
not drawn to Exceſs in Eating, Drink- 


ing, or other natural Actions, thro' 


the Enticement of thoſe agreeable 
Pleaſures that attend them. | 
As to the particular Caſe before us, 
that of Drinking to exceſs ; it hath plea- 
ſed God to make many ſorts of Liquors 
guſtful and pleaſant to our Taſte, 
that we might thereby be induced to | 
acknowledge the Goodneſs of God, 
who gives us of his good Creatures, as | 
well for our Delight, as for our Neceſ- 
ſity. But here our Sobriety muſt ftand : 
* on 
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on its Guard, to ſee that we keep to 
the Rules of Moderation, and be not 
drawn to Exceſs by the Humour of the 
Company, or the Pleaſantneſs of the Li- 

Hor. WENN N 
Our bountiful Creator has provided 
many ſorts of Wines, and other gene- 
rous Liquors, for the Entertainment 
of Men, to be Cordials to us under the 
Indiſpoſitions of our frail Bodies, and 
an Antidote to the over-heavy Afflic- 
tions which may befal us, (Pſal. civ. 15. 
Prov. xxxi. 6.) In theſe Caſes, Wine, 
and ſuch like ſpirituous Liquors, are 
of excellent uſe to the Conveniency 
of Human Life. And a Chriſtian is 
in this reſpe& more kindly dealt with 
than the Rechabite or Mabometan. But 
here's the Miſery: What God has 
bountifully given us for good Ends, 
ſenſual Men abuſe to baſe and perni- 
cious Purpoſes, What God gives us 
for Cheerfulneſs, Men abuſe to Drun- 
kenneſs and Exceſs ; and then our Cor- 
dial is turned into Poiſon, and our Wine 
into the Gall of Aſps: For where 
Drunkenneſs prevails, all Virtue muſt 
needs decay, and all Vice is in a way 

It is through the Breaches which 


this Sin hath made, that a great palh

of that Flood of Sin, which all ſober 
People complain of, has broken in up- 
on us. And till this Vice ceaſes to 
be modiſh and common, yea, till it be 


Execution of the Laws made for that 
purpoſe, all other Expedients of a Re- 
formation of Manners will very much 
fail of their Deſign. And ſince ſuch 
a Reformation would be the greateſt 
Bleſſing that can come upon us, it will 
behove all wiſe and virtuous Perſons to 
bring ſuch Offenders to the Corre&ion 
of the Magiſtrate as will not other- 
wiſe be reclaimed, 
 . This Vice does a Perſon ſo much da- 
mage, both as a Man, and as a Chriſ- 
tian, that where there is any degree of 
Senſe, Reaſon, or Conſcience left, it muſt 
needs make ſome Impreſſion upon him, 
to conſider the Miſchiefs which attend 
. | | 
But becauſe all Motives and Endea- 
vours to repreſs this, or any other Vice, 


and Efficacy of the Spirit of Holineſs, I 
beſeech the God of all Grace to ac- 
company the following Conſiderations 


with his Holy Spirit, that they may be- 
come mighty, thro' his Grace, to ſi- 
ence the Excuſes, and mortifie the K 
* 4. | - i- 


duly expoſed and ſuppreſſed, by the juſt 


will be in vain, without the Bleſſing 
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clinations of Men to this Vice, and to 
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raiſe in all that read them a moſt ye- 
hement and laſting Indignation againſt 
it. In order to which, 

1 ſhall in the firſt Place conſider the 
Miſchiefs it does us as Men. 

Secondly, The Miſchiefs it does us 
as Chriſtians. 

I. It injures us as we are Men, by 
depriving us of the Uſe of Reaſon,which 
is the Excellency and the very Diſ- 
tinction of Men from Brutes. The 
wiſeſt Perſon under the Diſorder of 
Drink becomes a Fool, and commits a 
thouſand Vanities and Indiſcretions. 
The Drunkard has not the Speech, 
the Carriage, nor the Civility of a 
Man ; but is wild, diſorderly, and ex- 
travagant. 

Man, as he is rational and wiſe, bears 
the Image of God; but Intemperance 
blots out that divine Reſemblance; in- 
ſomuch that the moſt deſpicable Crea- 
ture, even a Dog, a Toad, a Serpent, bears 
more of the Image of God, than a 
drunken Man or Woman. For theſe 
Creatures, tho* mean, are what God 
made them; but a Perſon overcome 
with Drink, is altogether unlike to, 
and more contemptible than even the 
— Creature of God's making. 
AS _ He: 


( 10 ) 
He has turned his Glory into the ſimi- 
litude of the Ox that eateth Graſs, or 
rather, of the Swine that wallows in 
the Mire. Tis uſually ſaid of a Per- 
ſon in Drink, that he is not himſelf ; 
and 'tis true, for he does not act by 
the humane Principles of Reaſon or 
Conſcience; but rather by the ſordid 
Appetites of a ſhameleſs Beaſt, or the 
raving Fury of one that's poſſeſt by 
the Devil: So that he's no longer fit 
for human Converſation, but is a meer 
Nuſance and Diſturbance to all that 
are about him; the Grief of ſome, 
and the Laughter of others. And the 
beſt that can be done for him is, to 
lay him, ſomewhere out of the way, 
till Time and Sleep have, recovered 
his Joſt Senſes. And then ſurely, when 
his Underſtanding returns to him, (as 
to Nebuchadnezzar) it will be as an 
Arrow to his Breaſt, to think what a 
Beaſt he has been, and how many 
ſhameful Pranks he has plaid. | 
And *tis not only for the preſent 
that this Vice diſorders the Under- 

ſtanding, but the Cuſtom and Habit 
of it many times utterly beſots Men, 
and makes them Children in Under- 
ſtanding even to their Death.. Where 
Senſuality is accuſtomed to domineer 
a | Over 
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over Reaſon, it will at laſt eftabliſh its 


Authority, and the Beaſt will exerciſe 
Dominion over the Man : Which leads 


_ ustoa ſecond Conſideration. 
II. This Vice makes People Vile and 


Contempt ible in the ſight of all Men. E- 
ven their Servants and Inferiors deride 
and contemn them, and the very Boys 


in the Streets make their Sports with 


them. Their ridiculous Behaviour 


moves the Laughter of vain People; 
whilſt others, who conſider the Matter 
better, cannot but mourn over the poor 
beſotted Creature, and are aſhamed 
that he ſhould be thought their Friend, 
or their Acquaintance. And indeed 
what Sight can be ſadder, than to ſee 
one, that is made capable of Communion 
with God, render'd unfit for Society 
with Men; and to ſee a Man felling * 
the Honour and Dignity of his Nature, 


and his hopes of eternal Bliſs, for the 
Pleaſure of a little Liquor, whilſt it is 


running over his Tongue. Bythis ma-- 
ny Perſons of Character and Diſtinction 
do make themſelves Vile and Mean, 
and they loſe the reſpe& which would: 


otherwiſe be due unto them. 


III. The Vice of Intemperance enflames 
Mens beſtial Liſts and. Paſſions, and ory: C 
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their Reaſon aſleep, which ought to 
guard them. And then there will be 
much the ſame Diſorder, as when wild 
Beaſts have ſlain their Keeper, and are 

got looſe. For indeed the Cale is much 
the ſame where unmortified Luſts and 
Paſſions are heightened by ſtrong Li- 
quors, and no Reaſon nor Conſcience 1s 
left to curb and controul them. Hence 
comes Impudence and Shameleſneſs in 
the moſt unſeemly Sins; like fed 
Horſes, they proclaim the Impurity of 
their Hearts, and the fury of their 
Luſte, in the very Streets, as well as 
when they aſſemble by Troops in the 
Houſes of Harlots, (Jer. v. 7.) Even ſo 
good a Man as Lot, when overcome 
with Wine, had utterly loſt all Regard 
to Decency and Honour; and in this 
Diſorder, even Noah himſelf behaved 
unſeemly. | 

IV. It expoſes Perſons to eule 

Broils and Ouarrels. Many People fall 
out in their Cups, they know not why 
nor how; inſomuch that the wiſe Man 
would have it taken Notice of as a 
Thing common to a Proverb, that he 
that ſits long, till Wine inflame him and 
his Companions, is like to have Wonnds 


without e (Prov. xxiii. 20.) N 
the 


(13) 
the Spirits of Men are fired by immo- 
derate Drinking, they ſoon blaze out 
into a Paſſion at the leaſt Affront, 
tho' but an imaginary one; and then 
the Blood of the Party is often ſhed 
to quench it. How many Murthers 
have been committed at Taverns, with- 
in a few Years? And how great will 
the Cry be for Vengeance, where two 
ſuch Sins as Drunkenneſs and Murther 
call at once to Heaven for Juſtice ? 
How often have Men kill'd their 
neareſt Relations or deareſt Friends 
in their Drink, for which they have 
been ready to kill themſelves when 
they come to reflect upon it in their 
ſober Thoughts. It was in ſuch a De- 
bauch as this that Alexander killed 
Clitus, one of the deareſt and faithful- 
leſt Friends he had; and that for do- 
ing one of the kindeſt Offices of Friend. 
fhip, that is, Reproving. 1 
V. In the next place, it creates divers 
kinds of Diſeaſes, and makes this pre- 
ſent Life both ſnort and painful. For 
exceſſive Drinking brings Surfeits, Fe- 
vers, Dropſies, Palſies, an aching Head, 
an ill Stomach, and what not? Some 
indeed, that are of a ſtrong Conſtitu- 
tion, may bear up longer than otfers 
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under the Diſorder it brings to their 
Bodies; but to all it 1s Poiſon, tho? it 
works more ſlowly upon ſome than 
others, and it fails not in the End to 
bring down their Heads with Sorrow 
to the Grave. 27 | 

It has long been obſerv'd, and it is, 
alas! too manifeſt, that if the Sword 
has flain its Thouſands, Intemperance 
has ſlain its Ten Thouſands : And in 
many of thoſe who make a ſhift to 
outlive the common Practice of it, we 
fee ſuch manifeſt Decays of their 
Strength, Vigour, Wit, and Senſe, that 
God ſeems to hang them up alive in 
Chains, to affright others from ſuch 
ill Courſes. The good God perſwade 
all that are concern'd to take Warning 
thereby. . 

VI. A Perſon in the Diſorder of Drinł 
is unable to ſhun the moſt apparent 
Danger. His Eyes are bemiſted, that 
he cannot diſcern the Danger of a Pit 
or Precipice that lies before him, nor 
know his Friend from his Enemy. 
How many have fallen from their 
Horſes, or tumbled into Pits, or fal- 


len into Ponds, or been burnt in their 


Beds, in a Fit of Intemperance ? Yea, 
their own Weakneſs ſeems to * 
F | their

ſigning Cheat. It makes them unfit 


a common Drunkard. 


ſary Expence, great waſte of Time

their Life; they reel and ſtagger like 
an Infant; they ſtumble at every Stone 
that lies in their way, and are read 
to fall to their Ruin. And if by theſe, 
or any ſuch Accidents, they come b 
their Death, in what a woful Condi- 
tion muſt they appear before God, 
having died in the very act of abuſing 
his Mercies, and tranſgreſſing his 
Will ? 

VII. It begets in them a Contempt 
of Sobriety and ſober Perſons. The 
Pſalmiſt complains that he was the 


When Nabal was in his Wine, he rail- 
ed upon David, the Anointed of God, 
as if he were a Run-away from his 
Maſter, (1 Sam. xxv. 10. 

I might add, that it cauſes People 
to be impoſed upon in their Dealings, 
and renders them a Prey to every de- 


for any Truſt, and for any publick Of- 
fice in Council or War. It alſo blaſts _ 
their Reputation and Efteem in the 
World; for there's ſcarce any Name 
more infamous than that of a S Hr 


And after all, tis a very waſtfal Vies; =. 
it is never maintain'd but by unnece- |} 
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and Neglect of Buſineſs. How many 
ſtarve the Backs and Bellies of their 
Families, to maintain this expenſive 
Vice? inſomuch that Solomon makes it 
a Proverb, that the Drunkard and the 


Glutton ſhall come to Poverty, (Prov. 


xxiii. 21.) 


Thus we ſee ſome of the Miſchiefs of = 
this Vice to us as Men: But alas! the 
one Half of its Damages is not yet 


caſt up; for if we look on this Sin, 


with the enlightned Eyes of a Chriſti- 
an, we ſhall ſee far greater Miſchiefs 


done by it. For, 
1. It drives away the Holy Spirit o 
God. This is taught us by the Apoſtle 
in the Scripture before mentioned, 
(Eph. v. 18.) Be not drunk with Wine, 
wherein is Exceſs; but be filld with the 
Spirit. Where the disjunctive Parti- 
cle [bt] ſhews us that we cannot en- 
joy both together. Our Exceſs will 
drive away our Sanitifier and Comforter. 
He is too delicate to dwell with the 
naſty ſpewing Drunkard. For what 
Communion hath Light with Darkneſs ? 


or Chriſt with Belial? (2 Cor. vi. 15.) 
g Surely if any deſerve the Name of 


Sons of Belial, (that is, Men without 


Yoke, Reſtraint, or Government) theſe

are the Perſons; for they are the moſt 
rude and ungovernable of all others. 
And beſides, 85 ; 

2. This Vice unfits us for every ſpi- 
ritual and religious Action. The poor 
beſotted Wretch cannot ſo much as 
think one ſober Thought, or receive 
any good by the pious Advice of o- 
thers. What Order can there be in 
that Family, where the Maſter of it 
is Drunk? Is ſuch a one fit to pray 
with his Family, or to inſtru& them 
in the Duties of Religion! May he 
not tremble to touch any holy Thing 
in ſuch a polluted Condition? Has 


he not reaſon to dread the Vengeance - 


of a Holy God upon ſuch a diſorderly 
Approach to him? Nadab and Abihu, 
the Prieſts, the Sons of Aaron, are ſup- 
poſed to have drank too much when 

they offered ſtrange Fire before the 
Lord; becauſe it is immediately ad- 
ded, (Lev. x. 9, 10.) That neither 


Aaron, nor his Sons, ſhould drink any 


Wine nor ſtrong Drink, when they went 
into the Tabernacle, left they die for it. 
It was always held as an Abomination 
to carry Swine's Fleſh into the Tem- 
ple; which ſeems to teach us, that all 
Perſons of impure and ungoverned Ap- 

1 petites, 
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/ Morning that they may follow ſtrong * 
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ers) 
petites, are utterly unfit for Commu- 
nion with the Holy God. 

3. This Vice does very ſadly waſte 
the Conſcience, It is of a dulling, beſot- 


ting Nature: It drowns all ſerious 


Thought and Refle&ion where it grows 
to a Habit: How many have gone out 
at this Door into all Exorbitancies and 
Debauchery ? It often betrays Men 
to prophane Swearing, Lying, Paſſion, 


filthy Language and ACtions, and to 


any ill. He is (as Solomon lays) like 
ane that lieth an the Top of 4 Maſt, in 


which Caſe he cannot ſtir, without 
_ endangering his Life, (Prov. xxiii. 34.) 


foa Perſon that is Drunk, will be like 
to do every thing amiſs that he ſets 
himſelf to, and to be overcome by e- 


very Temptation that lies in his Way. 


4. Intemperance pulls down dreadful 
Wrath upon the Perfon that is guilty 
of it, in this Life, and that to come. 
The Book of God is ſo full of Woes a- 
gainſt it, that they appear like a Mul- 


| titude of Spears ſet in array againſt the 


Perfon that treads in this forbidden 


Path. Wo to the Crown of Pride, the 
DPrunlards of Epbraim, (la. xxviii. 1.) 
Wo unto them that riſe up early in the 
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that continue until Night, till Wine in- 


flame them, (Iſa. v. 11.) Wo unto him 
that giveth his Neighbour Drink, that 


putteſt thy Bottle to him, and makeſt bim 
drunken alſo, that thou mayſt ſee his Na- 
kedneſs. Thou art filled with Shame for 
Glory ; the Cup of the Lord's right Hand 
ſhall be turned unto thee, and ſhameful 
Spewing ſhall be on thy Glory, (Hab. ii. 


15.) No Drunkard ſhall inherit the 


Kingdom of God, (1 Cor. vi. 10.) Sure- 
ly where there is not perfect Infide- 
lity, theſe Terrors of the Lord will in 
ſome meaſure over-awe Men. For 
tis very diſmal to conſider thro' what 
crooked and uneaſy Paths they paſs 
on to the Place of Everlaſting Tor- 


ment; where their Mouths will pro- 


bably be parch'd with greater Heat 


than others, in proportion te their 


former Exceſſes, and they will for 
ever want a Drop of cold Water to 
cool their Tongues. And then, *twill 
be but little Comfort to think of the 
Bottles and Barrels that they have drank 
in waſte in their former Life; yea, 


that very Thought will for ever give 


Fuel to their Flames. 


Let

Let thoſe that are ſtrong to drink 


Wine, or ſtrong Drink, conſider this; 


and ſuch as entice or compel others to 
drink more than is fit. Tis ſo natu- 
ral to leave every one to his Liberty 
in this Point, that a Heathen Empe- 
ror provided for it by a Law, (Efth. 
1, 8.) The Drinking (at a moſt gene- 
rous Entertainment) was according to 
the Lam; none did compel, _ 

 _ Theſe Things being conſider'd, we 
even befeech Men, by all that is dear 
to them in both Worlds, to diſdain 
a bale Vice, which adds ſo much to 
their preſent Reproach and Damage, 
and. to their eternal Torment and Con- 
fuſion. | 

We perſwade you by the Love ye 
bear your ſelves, my Brethren, as ye 
deſire the Continuance of your pre- 


_ ſent Life and Health; as you regard. 


the Honour of Human Nature, or 

tender your Reputation, that you ab- 
| hor a Vice, which deſtroys all theſe 
Enjoy ments. 


Yea, we entreat you by that which 
ought to be dearer to you than your 
Lives, even by the Love and Fear of 
the great and good God, as you va- 
lue his Fayour, and would not fall

you would inſtantly diſcard this de- 
ſtructive Vice, and that you would 
watch and be ſober. be 

Come out of the ſenſeleſs Amuſe- 
ments of this beſotting Sin, my Bro- 
ther; ſhun the Company, the Drink, 
and the Occaſion which leads you into 

this Snare, and thereby into the bot- 
tomleſs Pit. Look up to Heaven, I be- 
ſeech you, before it be utterly loſt ; 
frequent the Company of good and ſo- 
ber People, and entreat them to watch 
over you, and to admoniſh you in the 
Lord ; and above all, beg the gracious 

Conduct of God's Holy Spirit, by earneſt 
and continual Prayer; and be ſure to 
frequent all God's Holy Ordinances, 

- and to improve all good Motions put 
into your Heart from above. And 
think often upon the Miſchiefs of this 
Sin in both Worlds, with an awakened 
Expectation of a Judgment to come. 

But if our moſt affectionate Perſwa- 
ſives take no Place upon you, we muſt 
then, in pure Affection to you, try the 
Power of other Reſtraints; as we deal 
with our beſt Friends, when they are 
bereay'd of the Uſe of their Reaſon. 
And we cannot but entreat all ſober 

L Perſons, 
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Perſons, as they would do you Good, 
or do Honour to God, that they would 
put you to Shame before the Magiſtrate, 
to reſtrain you from deftroying your 
ſelf, and pulling down Calamities and 


Judgments upon the Publick. If you 


ſaw a Perſon in a furious or drunken 
Fit, caſting Firebrands upon all the 
Houſes he came near, you would think 
all thoſe People worthy of great Blame 
that did not lay hold on him, and bring 


Drnrneeeenen 


him to juſtice. And in very Truth, 


every ſcandalous Tranſgreſſor does great- 
er Miſchief to his Neighbourhood ; 
for by Reaſon of theſe Things, where 
they abound without Controul, the 
righteous Judgments of God come up- 
on a Land, till it be made a Reproach 
and a Deſolation. 
Vpon the whole. If no Entreaty nor 
Afiition upon Earth will reclaim this 
exceſſive Lover of his Drink, a very 
hort Time will convince him of the 
Unreaſonableneſs and {ad Conſequence 


of ſo doing; even when he ſhall re- 
ceive a Summons by ſome Diſeaſe, or- 


ſome ſudden Accident, (perhaps of his 
own procuring) to appear before his 


great and terrible Judge: then will a 


Cup of Trembling be put into his Hands, 
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as in the Caſe of Belſhazzar, and he 
muſt drink of the Cup of God's Wrath 
for ever. Then will the moſt beſotted 


Wretch begin to think ſoberly both 


of Vice and Virtue ; and cry out of the 
Folly of pleafing himſelf in that ſot- 
tiſh Way of Life, which firſt robb'd 
him of his Reaſon, then of his Conſci- 
ence, then of his God, and then of his 
Heaven. 


The prudent Man foreſeeth the Evil, 


and bideth himſelf ;, but the Simple paſs 


on and are puniſhed, (Prov. xxii. 3.) 
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
